32 PASSED as amended by a count of 52 to 30.

not limited to the requirements that the ADU shall not exceed 750 square feet; 
either the ADU or the principal dwelling unit shall be occupied by the owner as 
his or her principal place of residence; adequate parking must be provided; and 
adequate provisions must be made for water supply and sewage disposal. 

(By Ballot) Article 34 PASSED by a vote of 89 yes to 30 no,

The agency offers assistance to individuals with debilitating mental illnesses or 
situational crises. Our services allow individuals with disabilities to function as 
productive citizens. Assistance is given to the mentally ill through housing, jobs and all 
the functions of daily living.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a private, nonprofit organization that 
provides programs and services to support the health and well-being of our older citizens. 
The programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in their own homes and 
communities for as long as possible. During 2017, older residents of Landaff were 
served by either the Littleton or the Horse Meadow senior services. 

e 98 balanced meals at one or both of the facilities 

e 1,273 hot, nourishing meals were delivered to resident’s homes.

Their sliding 
fee scale for payment of services provides a vehicle for patients to get the health care they 
need in a timely manner, preventing a possible costly emergency room visit or 
hospitalization because they could not afford to go to the doctor prior to the emergent 
episode. ACHS has provided health care services for 125 Landaff patients.

LANDAFF VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
2017 Activity Report 


During the past year, we had 19 calls for service through mutual aid with 10 occurring in 
Landaff, - No major fires in Town and we had an average call-out response of 4+ 
personnel for each call, a commendable response for a small department comprised 
entirely of unpaid volunteers. 


Members participated in over 500 hours of training opportunities throughout the year. In 
addition to in-station training the first and third Monday of each month, LVFD members 
also took advantage of training opportunities offered by Twin State, attending weekend 
courses including Pump Operations, Rural Water Operations, and others. The firefighters 
also took advantage of the state facility in Bethlehem for various training options. Our 
membership attended Twin State Mutual Aid meetings and are actively involved in 
committees that support Twin State Mutual Aid. 


Our Department’s facility continues to present challenges. The overhead doors have less 
than three inches of clearance around the tanker (our smaller apparatus). The lack of 
insulation means it is hard to efficiently heat the building. Because of poor drainage, in 
heavy rain we see up to two inches of flooding in the back half of the station where 
equipment, paperwork, training materials, training space, and storage fill up a very small 
area. Mold is visible in the sheetrock ceiling, paint is peeling on the clapboards, and the 
roof leaks. Regardless of these challenges, the volunteers continue to serve and do the 
best they can with the space available. 


Unfortunately, we were not able to complete land evaluation and preparation activities 
specified in last year’s warrant article relative to planning for future consideration of a 
new fire station. Immediately after Town Meeting, someone from Town sought and 
obtained a ruling from the State AG’s office that LVFD Trust monies could not be used 
for the intended purpose as the status of the Hatch property as a future site for a fire 
station site was not clear — even though the warrants that enabled the purchase of the 
property clearly stated that intent. The Fire Station Committee has been meeting 
throughout the Fall and learning what the requirements are for a small rural building that 
would provide cover and storage for the equipment, and a small area for training and 
meetings along with a few basics such as running water and toilet facilities. The 
committee is also exploring options including partnering with neighboring towns, 
modular construction, continuing use of the existing building for some functions, and 
other ideas. 


We continue to work with the Board of Selectmen providing them reports and working to 
fulfill their requests for information and strive to ensure a strong working relationship 
with them. 


We are always eager to greet new volunteers who are willing to serve their community. 
Feel free to stop by the Fire Station on any drill night (we meet the first and third 
Mondays of each month) and learn how you can participate. We welcome all ages and 
abilities and have some volunteers who are no longer able or wish to enter burning 
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buildings, but can operate the pumps, handle traffic control, and support everyone else’s 
efforts in important roles.

We also provided a program for the Blue School in October stressing fire safety, escape 
routes and had the students learn about the fire trucks and answer questions about what 
they should do if a fire or other emergency occurs. 


Anyone can get involved and volunteer to support the Fire Association and these 
community events by reaching out to any Fire Department member or current President 
Florence Webb. These events are driven around support for our Fire Department and our 
entire Landaff community which makes Landaff a great place to live.

The Friends of Landaff have invested over $25,193 in Town Hall rejuvenation projects, 
all of which was accomplished without the aid of taxpayer dollars.

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LANDAFF SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


It has been a very interesting year at the Blue School. Molly Culver, our Head Teacher 
and Principal has done an exceptional job. Molly was instrumental in the completion of 
the annual Fire Inspection. We also completed the Health Inspection and an on-site lunch 
review. The on-site lunch review was the most potentially complicated of the three due to 
Our unique program with the Lisbon school providing school lunches. The completion of 
the three inspections resulted in no major comments or discrepancies by the auditors. 


Over the past year, Molly has completed a complete overhaul of the Blue School 
Emergency Operations Manual. As many people have seen recent events in the US have 
driven large policy changes in our school systems. Once again due to the unique setting 
here at Blue School this required a different change in policies as compared to multi- 
room larger schools. Molly worked closely with the Board, SAU, as well as Local and 
State Officials to ensure the best policies are in place in the event we have an emergency 
at Blue School. 


The School budget for 2017-2018 is currently well funded. The Town has entered a new 
5-year tuition agreement with Lisbon. This has resulted in the town receiving an 
additional 5% discount for a total of 9% off this year’s tuition bill. This will save the 
town over $40,000 by the end of the current year. The number of students enrolled in 
Lisbon is less than what was projected from last December resulting in lower tuition costs 
for this year. Special Education, Speech and Occupational Therapy costs have risen 
dramatically over the past two years. In 2016-17 the three services were budgeted at less 
than $40,000, next year they are currently budgeted at over $100,000. The board has 
worked extremely hard through 7 revisions of the 2018-2019 budget to slightly decrease 
the level of district shares. This coupled with no deficient appropriation is anticipated to 
lower the town’s tax burden dependent of course on the results of the town meeting. 


Dedicated educators, parental & family involvement, and the staff and faculty at our 
neighboring schools as well as a strong volunteer base at the school, have created positive 
outcomes for our students. We also want to thank the Grange, for their continued support 
of the school with the Dictionary project for the third graders, the posting on the town 
sign of our events and the visit from Santa and goodies after the annual December music 
production. 


In closing, thank you for all you do to help educate our students, both in the classroom 
and beyond.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The 2016-2017 school year marked the retirement of several outstanding, dedicated 
teachers and support staff in our schools. At The Profile School, James Snyder retired 
after over thirty years. At Lafayette Regional School, Head of Maintenance Stanley 
Sawicki and teacher Wendy Kern retired. Beverly Frenkiewich retired as the 
Kindergarten teacher at Lafayette Regional School after more than 40 years of dedicated 
service to the students at Lafayette. In Lisbon Kathleen Campbell retired as the school 
Librarian. 


Sadly, Lisbon Regional School lost an outstanding teacher, Laura Mulkigian, succumbed 
to cancer after a long courageous fight. 


Our annual goals for the 2017-18 school year are 1) Continue competency and 
assessment development. 2) Provide support within all schools to create a physically 
and psychologically safe learning environment. 3) Increase family and community 
(public) connections to foster relationships and support student learning. We have made 
progress on all three goals this year. In particular as part of goal #2, we are very pleased 
to have formed a partnership with Ammonoosuc Community Health Center to provide 
counseling to our students. This partnership was formed because we are seeing an 
increased trend of more students needing counseling than in past years. The counselors 
are seeing students at our schools, which removes the barrier of transportation and work 
obligations for parents when taking their children to the appointments. We are hopeful 
that through this partnership we will increase the number of students who are able to 
receive the needed counseling. 


A continued area of concern is the annual decrease of the education adequacy grant, in 
particular the stabilization grant which 1s part of the adequacy grant. Annually our towns 
are losing 4% of this grant which means that Lisbon loses $33,962, Bethlehem loses 
$17,250 and Landaff loses $2,355. The loss of this revenue results in the taxpayer 
needing to make up the loss each year. I encourage each of you to speak to your 
legislators about this issue. 


Our schools and students are extremely fortunate to have excellent Principals in each of 
our districts. They are Gordie Johnk, Lafayette Regional School Principal, Shelli 
Roberts, Bethlehem Elementary School Principal, Molly Culver, Landaff Blue School 
Head Teacher/Principal, Jackie Daniels, Lisbon Regional School Principal, and Benjamin 
Jellison at the Profile School. Together they, along with the Superintendent, work to 
provide the leadership and direction of our schools and SAU 35. 
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All of our schools are tremendous, our parents and communities should be very pleased. 
We are blessed with excellent teachers and support staff that care deeply about our 
children and work tirelessly to provide the best education and opportunities for our 
students. Our school staff should be recognized for the work they do as the demands of 
being a teacher increase each year.

The students enjoyed a 
performance by “Recycle Percussion” and a performance by NED (Never Give Up, 
Encourage others and Do your best), a presentation that promotes positive behavior and 
academic achievement. 


In December, the students performed another great Christmas concert. The performance 
was very well attended by families, friends and community members. It was great to see 
such community involvement for our school. 


Going forward, we continue to strive to reach all the competencies required for each 
grade through hands on activities, project-based assignments and cooperative learning 
groups. We have added PACE (Performance Assessment for Competency Education) to 
our curriculum. Our performance task assessments are embedded into the curriculum, 
making it a more natural way of testing for the students. The task assessments are used to 
measure and monitor students’ learning and are used to demonstrate student growth for 
accountability purposes.
